WHAT’S THE MATTER? 

“ TUST keep on asking ‘what’s the matter 
with our city government?’ and we’ll 
get somewhere. I don’t know what the 
answer is, but you are certainly arousing 
some interest that is bound to produce re¬ 
sults.” That is the comment, almost ver¬ 
batim, of one News reader who has read 
this column the past two weeks. Various 
private citizens and public officials have 
offered encouraging words in various forms. 

Why is “passing the buck” the great game 
in public life? When something goes wrong 
and some citizen wants to know who’s to 
blame, what more natural than for every¬ 
one concerned to try to dodge responsibil¬ 
ity? And when authority is divided, how 
can responsibility be definitely fixed? Sixth 
class city governments may well have been 
planned to make a real game of passing the 
buck. 

Consider the organization of our city gov¬ 
ernment. The council is in general charge, 
five men serving without pay, with a chair¬ 
man chosen to preside over meetings. As 
individuals they have no authority. Su¬ 
preme authority is vested in this board 
when in session, as they decide matters by 
a majority vote. Between sessions they 
have no continuing authority except as they: 
have vested it in their subordinates. 

Elected along with the councilmen are 
the city clerk and city treasurer. Each 
officer naturally considers himself on a par 
with the councilmen, being elected directly' 
by the people. In his domain he is supreme. 
The clerk is on the job daily, and is the 
officer in most frequent contact with the 
public. But, except as the minute-clerk of 
the council, he is not particularly subject to 
that body. The clerk’s job is given a hybrid 
character by his designation as accountant 
for the water department, which further ' 
complicates the fabric of the city govern-j 1 
ment. 

All other department heads are appointed J 
by the council. The city attorney has a 
domain of his own. Most citv attorneys sro

But what will happen along the highway

There is a wonder¬ 
ful highway, wide pavement, conduits, orna¬ 
mental lights and everything. But it is 
lined with the most unsightly collection of 
hot dog stands and flimsy business struc¬ 
tures to be found in a day’s journey. It is 
a startling contrast in costly public develop¬ 
ment and cheap private “improvement.” 

It is not to be expected that the business 
frontage along Foothill Boulevard will be 
large or expensive. But the Boulevard As¬ 
sociation has a chance to do something 
worth while by using every bit of persuas¬ 
ive power to see that every improvement is 
in good taste. It would be wonderful if 
some uniform type could be adopted, with 
all designs passed upon by a central com¬ 
mittee. Then Foothill Boulevard would not 
be “just another row of hot dog shacks” 
but a highway in which the whole valley 
would take pride.

Arcadia Awards 
Jurisdiction In 
Boulevard Project 

Following out a request of the 
United Foothill Boulevard Asso¬ 
ciation, the city council of Arca¬ 
dia at its last meeting voted jur¬ 
isdiction in the matter of widen¬ 
ing Foothill Boulevard and extend¬ 
ing it to Walnut street, Pasadena, 
to the county supervisors.
